members of the gang, for he was re- 
leased soon afterward, and his brother 
was sentenced to a long term in prison. 
The plates from -which the counterfeits 
wore made and the presses and a large 
quantity of a remarkably fine imitation 
of bank note paper use* by the gov- 
ernment were found burted in the yard 
01; Hoyt's house. It is believed that 
•Hoyt discovered the secret of making 
the government paper, and that the 
secret died with him. . The officers 
never discovered where the paper came 
from, and its striking similarity to the 
genuine paper caused them a great 
deal of uneasiness! A few months ago 
Hoyt was pardoned by the president 
liecause he had paralysis and could live 
only a short time. He wanted to go 
home to die.

The'. three or four poisoning cases 


which have recently occurred, each of 
them possessing certain characteris- 
tics which have been considered suffi- 
cient to cause them to be admitted in- 
to the charmed circle of mysteries, re- 


. call one as sti-iking in its way whi :h 


aroused' widespread iritei-est in E z- 
land some twenty years ago, and has 
since spread to all parts of the world. 


In the spring of a year in the early 


seventies one morning London was in- 
expressibly shocked at reading in1 the 
papers of the death, under .suspicious 
circumsstances, of Charles T. Bravo, 
pne of the most popular of the young 
fcnd rising barristers practicing in 'the 


; metropolis. 
The shock was intensi- 


•: .fled.from tie fact .that the dead bar- 


rister's young and exceedingly beanti- 
tul wife had been arrested, accused of 
the crime of poisoning her husband" by 
the systematic administration of ar- 
eenic, ac first in small and finally in 
overwhelmigly large, doses, with ulti- 
mately fatal results. . The case became 
doubly and trebly Interesting and sen- 
sational when it transpired that the 


> dosing with arsenic had been going on 


for some eight months, and dated from 
the time when Mrs. Bravo made the 
acquaintance of a Dr. Gully, the pro- 
prietor oi a hydropathic establishment 
at Bath,'and .another at Malvern. It 
appeared that Mr. Bravo, who suffered 


•- from some lung complaint,'had gone to 


Bath with his wife for his health, and 
that they had stayed at Dr. Gully's 


. establishment for treatment. 
It fur- 


ther turned out that, whereas the cli- 
mate of Bath was admirably suited to 
the constitution of Mr. Bravo, it did 
not suit that of the lady. 
At the sug- 


gestion, therefore, of Dr. Gully, she re- 
moved her trunks to his establishment 
at Mal-vern, leaving, her husband at 
Bath in charge of the matron, a Mrs. 
Cox.

From this time on Mrs. Bravo be- 


gan to exhibit signs of querulousness 


:>with her husband, and a somewhat in- 
ordinate fondness for alcoholic stimu- 
lants. 
When .they' returned, after 


about six weeks' absence, to their 
h'ome at Balham, a suburb of London 


; afterward obtaining more criminal re- 
. nown by becoming the habitation ol 


the notoriously infamous burglar, mur- 
derer, violin virtuoso, Charles Peace; 
family jars became frequent. 


The Bravos moved in the 'best soci- 


ety, and, being quite wealthy, kept 


. their horses .and carriages as stylish 


people should. Indeed, both were gooc 
riders,'and Mrs. Bravo, was a splendid 


• horsewoman. . It is upon this fact thai 


a good-deal o'£ the evidence of poison- 


. 
Ing turned, and which eventually fortn- 
.ed the loophole by which she escapee 
Ihe fate of a possibly, if not probably 


.'. much, less guilty woman, Mrs. May- 


trick. 


She developed a sudden'and uncon- 


trollable desire .to see the coa.ts of her 


w.borses more glossy and shiny than her 
•'. grooms with currycombs and brushes 


could make them. 
She had learnec 


.'. from Dr. Gully, who was a Yprkshire- 


' man/ and, therefore, well acquainted 
'with every dodge known to the horsey 
fraternity, .that arsenic was an excel- 
lent thing to improve a horse's coat 
As a consequence, arsenic was bough 


. and, administered with excellent effec 


—upon the horses. 
But, somehow, or 


"" another. It was .also administered to

Mr. Bravo, with an effect that, was no 
Quite so satisfactory.—at least to him

He died. 
A%d then the story came

with: Dr. Gully, who, by. the way, was 


Is'medicin* -herself; The Inference was. 
hat.she had thus taken'the opportun- 
ty of filling him up with the arsenic, 
which was found in large quantities 
n his body, at the autopsy. His own 
egular medical attendant declared 
and proved that there was no prep- 
aration of arsenic in any o£ the medi- 
ines he-had prescribed for Mr. Bravo. 
Who else, then, could have given it 
o him? 
'Mrs. .Cox's 
reputation, it is true, 


would not bear the closest investiga- 
ion 'as to morality, but there was 
nothing about it to suggest that she 
vould be guilty of,the crime of mur- 
cier, especially by 
the 
cold-blooded 


'orce of slow poisoning, and, besides, 
n her case there was total absence ot 
nptive. 
Had it been Mrs. Bravo who 


was poisoned -there might have been 
some justification in suspecting Mrs. 
1<fx, owing to her own long-standing 
•elations towards Dr, Gully. 
But she 


iad no, cause to be jealous of Mr. 
Bravo. 
On the contrary, she might 


almost prefer to prolong his. life. 


At the trial, which lasted over a 


month, a great 
many 
disreputable 


stories were told which fully exhibited 
;he, sordid and shameless character ot 
Mrs. 
Bravo, but the evidence against 


her was all circumstantial, and though 
there was little, doubt expressed pub- 
licly as lo her guilt,. it was impossi- 
ble to convict her without more tan.

BHVERIDGE HAD TO STRUGGLE

WHEN YOUNG. 


4 .Protege of the Lito Senator Me- 


"Dbnald—Once m Cowbor on the West- 


,.«m Plains—r Worked His Way Through 


College. 


Cenator-elect Beveridge of Indiana'is 


-•)» native of Ohio. He was born Oct. 


6,1862, in Highland county. His father 
and all of his brothers were in the 


' union army, and his mother devoted 
: all her time during- the rebellion to 


gathering .provisions for the union sol- 
diers. At'the close of the war Mr. 
Beyeridge's father lost.all o£ his prop- 
erty and became heavily involved in 
debt. The family was forced to give 
up the farm In Ohio and moved to Illi- 
•nois'. . . . . - • 
• 


-:There Mr. Bevemlge's life from the 
'age of ';12 was one of great privation, 
' iardship. and toil. At 12 years of figs 
>Jie w'as.'a plowboy, at 14 he was work-, 
ing as a laborer, at railroad construc- 
tion, and doing .the -work to which the 
Strongest'men were'assigned, such as 
driving an 6'ld-fashioned scraper. . • 
'. .At 15 he became a logger and team- 
ster, and by reason of his natural com^ 
^inand of men'-was placed in charge of a 
logging camp.. He 
made, his 
way 


SENATOR BEVERIDGE. 


VtBJough' the high school o£ the town in 
., which'he lived by entering the fall, and 
'.•winter-tfertus-^late and quitting early 
each' year and by working nights and 


' 
: mornings. 
. 
Edward Anderson, a friend of Bev- 


erl'dge's, -who now lives in North Da- 
kota, loaned him $50, and on, this he 
entered De Pauw .University. He be- 
came the steward of a college club, and 
in this way passed, through his first 


^year, at the end of which he began 


by merit to .win for-himself the series 
of .prizes'in scholarship, philosophy, 
science and oratory .--which, Ijy the end 


his college course, amounted to 


.enough to 'pay two years of his ex- 
penses.. He entered college late in 
the term each year and guit early, giv- 
ing every moment of his vacation to 
unremitting work. As a result of this 
the young man's health gave way, and 
at the end of his college course he was 
quite ill. To recover his health 
he 


went to the plains of western Kansas 
and eastern Colorado, and for some 
time lived with the cowboys, who be- 
came, in all the ranches, 
his 
fast 


friends. 


Finally, feeling that his health was 


sufficiently restored, he. went to In- 
dianapolis and w<?.s given the privilege 
of studying law in the office of Joseph 
E. McDonald. 


Durinp the first year o£,his study of 


law ' young Beveridge hai 
so . little 


money that he lived on two meals a 
day much of the time. At the end of 
the .first year the firm of McDonald & 
Butler offered him 
their 
managing 


clerkship, with all the duties of the 
third partner on his shoulders. 
He 


declined to accept on the ground that 
he had not studied law long enough. 
Senator McDonald replied that if they 
could stand ,it he should be able to. 
Beverklge's first case before, a jury was 
in the United States Court, with Gen- 
eral Harrison and his firm on the 
other side. The case lasted many days, 
during which the day set .for Mr. Bev- 
emlge's wedding to Miss Katherine 
Langsdale of Greencastle arrived, and 
Judge Woods adjourned court. 


.Beveridge went to Greencastle, was 


married, returned that nigl^t to In- 
dianapolis, and 
next morning was 


again .in court to attend to his ease. 


His first argument before a tribunal 


of justice was in the Supreme Court 
of Indiana, upon a question Involving 
the constitutionality 
of a statute. 


During the time that Mr. Beveridge 
remained with the firm of McDonald & 
Butler he had exclusive charge 
of 


many of the important cases of that 
firm, and was consulted by Senator 
McDonald in every case of importance. 


After his experience with McDonald 


&. Butler, Mr. Beveridge began 
the 


practice o£ law himself. In his pro- 
fession he has been successful, having, 
been engaged in cases of the greatest 
importance, such as the one involving 
the power of the legislature and gov- 
ernor to appoint the oil and mine "in- 
spectors, and the state, statistician, in 
Governor Hovey's time,, which case 'at- 
tracted the attention 
of the bar 


throughout the country; the famous 
state railway tax case, in which he 
made the argument in the Supreme 
Court; he wrote the brief filed in the 
Supreme Court of the United States In 
the Pennsylvania cases, Involving the 
question of taxing railroad property In 
Indiana to the value of ?150,00'0,000, and 
In the life insurance tax case he made 
an argument which was widely repro- 
duced throughout the country.
